thorities have instituted a country-. 
wide search for the child. 


While on the street with her grand- 


mother the little girl was snatched by 
one of. three men. in an automobile, 
and after the grandmother, Mrs. Car- 
oline F. Mitchell, was knodked down, 
was taken away. Since tnen no trace 
of the child has been found, although 
the police, are working on a clew that 
she was taken Immediately out of the 
city, probably to Sparta, N. C. 


The kidnaping is said to be the cli- 


max of a prolonged struggle for the 
possession of the child. She has been 
living with her father, Robert Mitch- 
ell, while the mother, Mrs. Margaret 
B. Mitchell, has lived separately. The 
fortune was left to the girl by her 
mother's father. 
The child is also 


said to be a relative of Miss Minnie 
Mitchell, who six years ago was mur- 
dered by William Bartholin. 


According to the story told to the- 


police by the grandmother, threats- of 
kidnaping previously had been made, 
and because of this she always ac- 
companied the girl to and 
from 


school. She was unable to fully de- 
scribe any of the men in the automo- 
bile, but has urged the police to 
search at Sparta, where it is said the 
mother recently resided.

Austria's Seizure of Two Provinces 


and Bulgaria's Declaration of Inde- 
pendence Not the Only Subjects to 
Be Threshed Out—England W i l l In- 
sist on Consent of All Parties Be- 
fore Treaty Is Changed — Czar of 
Bulgaria Welcomed at Capital. 


London, Oct. 13.—The Russian min- 


ister of foreign affairs. M. Iswolsky. 
has convinced the British secretary 
of foreign affairs, Sir Edward Grey. 
that grave necessity exists for a con- 
ference of the powers, not only to set- 
tle the crisis in the near east, but 
also to take under advisement other 
questions besides those involved in 
the annexation by Austria of Bosnia 
and Herzegovina and the declaration 
of Bulgarian independence. 


This change of front on the part of 


Great Britain, -which has 
caused 


great surprise, was announced by the 
foreign office at the conclusion of a 
long conference between Sir Edward, 
Grey and M. Iswolsky, after a meet- 
ing of the cabinet in the morning, at 
which Sir Edward set forth the posi- 
tion he had taken and explained the 
views of the Russian foreign, minis- 
ter. Sir Edward's secretary in mak- 
ing the announcement said: 


"It may be affirmed with certainty 


that both ministers concur in the ne- 
cessity for a conference, and that the 
pourparlers at the foreign office, 'fol- 
lowing as they do on the Franco-Rus- 


j sian negotiations on the same sub 


I ject, have smoothed away some of 
the difficulties which were in the way. 


' It is now regarded as probable that 
the latest events in the near east also 
necessitate the enlarging of the scope 
of the questions to be discussed, at the 
conference." 


jDetaijs^Not Announced. 


Further than this nothing could Tr 


ascertained officially as to the ques- 
tions M. Iswolsky desires to include. 
In fact, it is doubtful if it has been 
decided what snail be taken up in ad- 
dition to the two actions which, 
brought about the crisis, for it was 
intimated that the pourparlers at the 


< British foreign office have not 
yet 


i been concluded, and may continue for 


several rdays. M. Iswolsky intended 
to leave for Paris on "Wednesday, but 
Jxe said that his departure would not 
be possible until Thursday, and that 
he might .remain in London even 
longer than that. 


It is doubted whether Russia is anx- 


ious: to reopen the Dardanelles for the 
present, for. if this is done it must be 
for "all nations, and Russia is. not like 
rj to desir* that while her fleet is so 
weak. Besides, other treaties in ad 
dition to the treaty of Berlin would 
be involved. 
."The only point in her previous 
stand Great Britain is continuing; to 
insist upon apparently is that no mod 
ification of a treaty can be permitted 
•without tie consent of all parties to 
that treaty, and at her proposal the 
powers have instructed their ambassa 
dors at Constantinople to 
reaffirm 


this principle. "What end can

Gives Democratic Version of Hard- 


man-Roosevelt Incident. 


Cincinnati, 0., Oct. 13.— In a speech 


delivered here Judge Alton B. Parker 
discussed (he Iliirriman incident in a 
humorous fiul sarcjislic voln. 
After 


reading the loiter which passed be- 
tween President Roosevelt and Mr. 
Harriman in October. 1904, and tell- 
ing of the actions which brought the 
Republican committee $2(>0.000 from 
the hands of Mr. Harriman and Sen- 
ator Depew a few days before the 
election of that year, Judge Parker 
declared that it was James School- 
craft Sherman, Republican candidate 
for the vice presidency this year, who 
had caused the outbreak against Mr. 
Harriman pt the hands of the presi- 
dent. He declared that ''Mr. Sherman 
as the chairman of the Republican 
congressional committee in 1906 need- 
ed money and called for $1 contribu- 
tions." 


"President 
Roosevelt," said the 


speaker, "responded with a dollar. 
and Governor Hughes responded with 
a dollar, and then Mr. Sherman start- 
ed down into Wall street to fill the 
hat. 
"When he reached Mr. Harri- 


man's office he met with a refusal, 
and thereupon President Roosevelt, 
who was very desirous of having a 
.Republican congress, placed Mr. Har- 
riman upon the list of undesirable 
citizens." 


President Declines to Talk. 


"Washington, Oct. 13. — President 


Roosevelt told Congressman Barch- 
feld of Pittsburg that for him to go 
on the stump and make a speech in 
Pittsburg, as Republicans there de- 
sire him to do, would be the same as 
carrying coals to New Castle. Theie 
was absolutely no necessity for him 
to speak in Pittsburg, he said, because 


* that district in his opinion was en- 


tirely safe for Mr. Taft.
